for a new cotton factory and it is 
supposed the fatal accident took place 
while he was thus tngaged. 
Mr. Scott was 13 years old and was 
born and 
reared 
at 
Morris 
Cross 
Roads. Fayette county, Pa. 
While a 


a cry young man ho cam e to E ast Liv­ 
erpool and for 12 years was employed 
at the Patterson foundry and machine 
chops as foreman. 
He was m arried in 
this city to Miss Mary W arrick and is 
survived by her ifnd 
two 
children. 
George and Lillian, both grown; also 
by his m other and two brothers 
and 
two sisters. 
Mr. Scott was a genius. A farm er’s 
son. without especial training in m e­ 
chanics except, th e training he gave 
himself by following bis natural bent. 
he became one 
of the most expert 
electricians in the country. 
While in 
this city, in the very infancy of the 
.development of the electrical Industry, 
he constructed a small engine to 
be 
operated by electilcity, which was a 
model of ingenuity. 
Twelve years ago he moved from 
East Liverpool to Brooklyn, 
N. 
Y.. 
where he has since resided, and en­ 
tered the 
employ of tin* big firm of 
W estinghouse, Church, K err & Co., of 
New York and Pittsburg, m anufactur­ 
ers of electrical machinery, and Hoon 
became one of their most valued and 
trusted men. 
He had long had super­ 
vision of the fraction and putting In 
running order of the m achinery made 
by 
this 
firm 
and 
his 
duties 
took him, not only all over the United 
States, hut all over the world. He had 
set up American electric engines in 
every quarter of the globe and In his 
travels had had interesting and varied 
experiences, both in savage and civil- 
lied lands. 
He owned a fine house In 
Brooklyn and was an honored man In 
business and professional life. 
Architect Scott, of this city, and his 
brother, H. Brownfield Scott, a P itts­ 
burg new spaper man, left this morn 
ing for Brooklyn, w hither the remains 
of their brother were taken. 
A som ewhat peculiar coincidence In 
the* career of the late Al Taylor, of 
this city, and that of Mr. Scott is no­ 
ted. They were friends and associates

its 
one great object, the winning of souls. 
The superintendent ought to 
be 
a 
leader, capable of planning well and 
of good executive 
ability. 
Sabbath 
school officers should be selected, aft 
er very mature deliberation, because 
of special fitness for the work. 
The M ethodist Protestant orchestra, 
assisted by Mrs. Harry W atkins, plan 
let, furnished the instrumental part 
of the music.

It Is to be handled by Otto Schmidt- 
baiter at the price formerly charged, 
while the garbage is to be crem ated 
at the com pany’s furnace. 
On the recommendation of Dr. Mar­ 
shall a motion was

by

pany.

Mr. Scott was a genius. A farmer's 
son. without especial training iii me­ 
chanics except the training In* gave 
himself by following bis natural bent.

T he men were working close to a 
bank of clay whim it suddenly gave 
Wray with the slightest warning, b u rr­ 
ing them beneath the mass of earth. 
Fellow workmen immediately began 
the work of rescue, and in a very 
short time six of the men had been 
taken out. 
Some of them were alive, 
others wer« already dead, their lives 
having been 
smothered out. 
Tho 
living were 
started to the several 
nearby hospitals, blit died en route 
and their bodies were then taken 10 
undertaking establishments. 
Workmen 
employed at the scene 
of the disaster give as a eause for the 
fall of clay the thawing of the ground

Seven Men Lose Their Lives by the 
Fall of a Huge Bank of Earth. 


Cleveland. O., 
March 20.—As the 
result of a cave in of a huge bank of 
earth at the Main street plant of the 
Cleveland Gas Light and Coke Com­ 
pany yesterday 
aftc m oon 
six 
men 
are dead. 
Their names are:

aged 25 years; Peter Preset, aged 28 
years, and an kalian, name not yet 
learned.

laborer, was injured, but it is believed 
not seriously so. 
The men were working close to a 
bank of clay when it suddenly gave 
way with th e slightest warning, bury­ 
ing them beneath the m ass of earth. 
Fellow workmen immediately began 
the work of rescue, and in a very 
short time six of the men had been 
taken out. 
Some of them were alive, 
others were already dead, their lives 
having been 
smothered out. 
The 
living were 
started to the several 
nearby hospitals, but died en route 
and their bodies were then taken 10 
undertaking establishments. 
Workmen 
employed a t the scene 
of the disaster give as a cause for the 
fall of clay the thawing of the ground 
by the warm sun, which made the
